SN O W A N D R A IN . 


N e v a d a C ity a n d G ra ss V a lle y S n o w ed 
I n —R a in T h r o u g h o u t th e V a lle y , 
N evada Cit y , January lóth.—The total 
precipitation to date is 55 inches. Snow 
recommenced falling this morning, but 
came lightly till this afternoon, when a 
southeast gale sprang up and it is accom­ 
panied by the heaviest fall of the season. 
If it contin- , till morning it will block 
the ditches ..nd roads in all directions. 
The omnibus between here and Grass 
Vailey has gone on runners for the first 
time in the history of the city. To-day 
every available m 
in town is employed 
in removing from the buildiogs the ac­ 
cumulations of Sunday’s storm, which be­ 
ing two feet deep and solid, created appre­ 
hensions that the addition of to-day’s 
storm would crush the roofs. 
The mail is being received and sent out 
on sleighs via Colfax. The express goes 
via Marysville to-morrow. 
G rass V a l l e y , January 15th.—The city 
is cut off front the outside, except by way 
of Marysville. The train on the narrow- 
gauge, blockaded last Sunday half way be­ 
tween here and Colfax, may get out late to­ 
night. 
The track is almost solid ice, and 1G0 
men have been constantly at work with 
picks and shovels. It will probably require 
one or two days to clear the Colfax end of 
the road, while no attempt to clear the 
Nevada City end may be made until the 
thaw sets in. 
Sunday’s mail was received by sleigh to­ 
day. William Lord left for Colfax yester­ 
day, and arrived this morning. He is ex­ 
pected back this evening with Monday and 
Tuesday’s mail. 
A score of Grass Yalleyans are at Colfax 
and unable to get home. The snow here 
and in this vicinity is from one to four feet 
deep, with a thick crust. 
Sleighs, the majority home made, are in 
general use. It is cold and bleak at this 
writing. More snow is certain, and fuel 
short. 
N ico la u s, January 15th.—A terrific gale 
of wind is raging here, having increased 
from thirty-five to fifty miles an hour since 
sundown. A slight rain is falling. 


W o o dland, January 15:h.—Rain began 
falling again to-day. The weather has 
moderated and is quite warm. 
Co lu sa, January 15th.—It is raininghard 
aud blowing quite briskly here to-night. 
St . H e l e n a , January 15th.—Our town 
wa3 visited by a slight shock of earthquake 
at 1 o'clock ibis morning. 
It seemed to 
pass from north to south and lasted bnt a 
few 
seconds. 
Immediately afterwards 
rain commenced descending and has been 
pouring down ever since. The wind has 
been blowing a fearful gale all afternnon. 
N a p a , January 15th.—Rain is now fall­ 
ing heavily. The fall to date is 23.45 
inches. 
S anta R osa, January lo th —The bar lest 
storm of the season prevailed here to-day. 
The water fell in torrents, and a fearful 
wind is raging. 
The ground is full of 
water, and it is running oil in streams. 
One inch of rain fell during the day, mak­ 
ing 28 4 inches for the season 
The storm 
continues to-night, with no prospect of 
cessation. 
H ealdsbl' r g, January 15th.—It began 
raining here early this morning. About two 
inches have fallen to-day. making a total 
of thirty-nine inches for the season. 
U r ia h , January 15th.—Rain has been 
pouriog down here for the last two days, 
and the water is higher in the creeks and 
rivers than it has been this season. It is 
almost impossible for stages running north 
from Ukiah to ford the streams. The 
train due here at 2:30 o’clock P. M. has not 
yet arrived. The rainfall for the storm is 
three inches and for the season it is 33.6 
inches. 
S an R a f a e l, January 1 5 th .—Rain com­ 
menced falling early this morning and has 
continued throughout the day. Thi3 even­ 
ing the rainfall was something terrible. 
The hardest shower of the season occurred 
about 7 o’clock, when rain fell in torrents, 
and the sewers are not able to carry oil the 
surplus water. The streets are Hooded and 
the crossings are impassable. 
The rainfall up to 4 p. M . this afternoon 
was 39.85 inches. 
G il r o y , January 15th.—Just at dusk the 
rain commenced again, cold and drizzling, 
with a southerly wind, and the prospects 
of a wet night. This sort of a thing is put­ 
ting the honest granger in bad humor. 


C a r so n , 
January 15th.—The snow is 
drifting from ten to twenty feet deep be­ 
tween Carson and theGlenbrook lake road. 
Gangs of men are engaged day and night 
to keep it clear. Their efforts are fruitless. 
Never before was known such a storm in 
this county. 
M u r p h y s, January 15th.—The mail car­ 
rier to the Big Trees has just returned after 
a three days’ trip. He reports nine feet of 
snow at Sentinel's, the Big Trees. 
S ait F r a n c is c o , January 15th.—It com­ 
menced raining this afternoon, and later a 
southerly wind blew shatp and increasing. 
At 7 o'clock it is blowing hard and raining 
hard. 


O N T H E M O U N T A IN . 


A W ild S teer T ook P o ssessio n 
o f th e 
T ra ck Y esterd a y . 
T r c c k e e , January 15th.—It has snowed 
about six inches for the past twenty-four 
hours. The total rain and snowfall for the 
season is 20.5 inches. 
Train No. 20, weat-bonnd, met with an 
accident at Emigrant Gap. The snow- 
sheds caved in upon che train which con­ 
tained cattle, and resulted in the loss of 
about forty head. One steer who managed 
to escape the wreck took possession of the 
track, with the intention, no doubt, of foot­ 
ing the balance of the journey. On his route 
he met a track-walker, who, with his lan­ 
tern. gave a stop signal, but the steer, instead 
of stopping proceeded to enforce his right 
of way by lowering his horns and making 
a rush. The only iitjury the track-walker 
sustained was the loss of a portion of his 
overalls. The steer held possession of the 
track until No. 1 came along, on which a 
man was placed on the pilot with a rifle, 
who, after emptying twenty shots in the 
beast bronght him to terms of capitulation. 
At about 2 p . m . passenger train No. 2 
struck a snow bank atStrong's canvoD. En­ 
gine No. 141 was sent to help No. 2 out and 
succeeded in ditching itself not far distant.

D e cisio n T h a t H as, it is B e lie v e d , 
F u lly D isp o sed o í I t. 
S a n F rancisco, January 15th.—Judge 
Shafter overruled the demurrer to the sup­ 
plemental answer in the Sharon divorce 
case this morning, and continued the hear­ 
ing of the case indefinitely. This prac­ 
tically disposes of this noted case. It can 
be tried again, but under the circumstances 
this is not likely to be done. 
W ith relation to the alleged marriage 
contract, and the decree of the United 
States Circuit Court concerning it. Judge 
Shafter says; 
T he decree ann u llin g th e pap er is still in 
force, and th e question rem aining is: 
W hat 
effect is to he attrib u ted to it 7 My ow n conclu­ 
sion is th a t it absolutely annuls the instrum ent 
called the m arriage contract. T h at is, it is ad ­ 
m itting th a t the Court h ad jurisdiction w hen 
offered in evidence anyw here it should be re ­ 
jected on th a t ground! It would be futile to 
un d ertak e to show th a t th e decree only operates 
in the U nited States Court, and th a t it h as no 
effect outside of its jurisdiction. 
Supposing we go on w ith th e trial, I should 
be obliged, u n d er these rulings, if th a t contract 
was presented in evidence, to decide th at its 
effect’ is entirely done aw ay w ith, an d proceed 
upon this theory to decide th is case. 
It goes to 
ou r Suprem e Court an d is th ere confirm ed, there 
being no error in th e m atter, an d finally th e 
U nited States Suprem e C onrt reverses th e ju d g ­ 
m ent of th e U nited States C ircuit Court, holding 
th a t th is p aper is not a forgery, or th a t th e de­ 


cree Is erroneous. 
W haf w ould be th e effect of 
th a t decree? in th e State Court the m arriage 
would be declared to not to h av e existed, and iu 
the United States Courts th e case would rem ain 
open for a new trial, w here th e decision m ight 
he directly contrary, and th ere w ould be two 
Courts w ith two different decisions. 
T beparties 
w ho should present th a t contract in th is Court, 
present it as evidence aud subject to th e a n i­ 
m adversion of the Circuit Court and violate th at 
injunction. There w ould th en be a direct con­ 
flict of authority betw een this Court an d the 
U nited States Suprem e Court. 
Upon th is question of juristietion I am asked 
to hold th at th e Circuit Court of the United 
States has no jurisdiction upon th e question. 
W hich they undertook to decide. T hat I mitiP 
decline to pass upon. 
I see no way out ol this difficulty bnt to hold 
th a t w here th ere is no appeal from th e deci­ 
sions ol a Court upon all questions (of jurisdic­ 
tion included) th eir decisions m ast be held 
fina!. I m ust a t least hold th a t I w ill adhere to 
the opinion o f th e Federal Courts upon all 
questions, including th a t of th eir jurisdiction. 
1 see no w ay but to hold th a t th eir decision 
upon the jurisdiction, distinguishing them horn 
all other Courts, should be tiual. 
If th is is not 
done, interm inable eoufusion will ensue. 
Judge Shafter followed the suggestion of 
Justice Field and Justice Paterson, who 
suggested that the case be postponed UDtil 
the case of Sharon vs. Hill shall be decided 
by the United States Supreme Court. 
This decision disposes of one point in the 
case, but all the other questions involved, 
except the one decided, are still open ques­ 
tions. The action can be tried again, but 
it is not probable, under the circumstances, 
that a retrial will be had.

Officer of the Solerbofi’ said to-diiy: “ We 
did not have twelve hours of pleasant 
weather on the entire voyage. I have been 
an officer on transatlantic vessels for eight 
years, and this was tiie most severe voyage 
I ever had. As soon as we got out of Havre 
the storm commenced, ami the wind howled 
like a demon. On the 10th and 11th the 
mercury registered 17° below zero. A g3le 
front the west held us almost stationary in 
a heavy sea, and ice formed on the rigging 
faster than we could chop it off. 
“For two days the entire crew was kept 
busy chopping away the ice, which fell on 
the decks by the ton. A half-inch rope 
wonld be six inche3 in diameter and posi­ 
tively useless. 
“Tbe waves were higher than I have ever 
seen, and on the 10th the cannon we used 
to fire salutes with was washed overboard. 
“Several of the sailors were thrown 
about so violently that they were disabled, 
and consequently we became short-handed. 
“The coal then ran short, and we had to 
put into Halifax. 
This consumed two 
days, ana two days more were taken up by 
a complete standstill in the ocean, when it 
became simply out of the question to pro­ 
ceed further with the ice clinging to our 
ship. It could not have been less than one 
hundred tons, and as the sailors chopped it 
nwav it fell on the deck like heavy boul­ 
ders’”

blushes and modesty hides her head, and 
their record is pestilential.

THE RIVEB CONTENTION. 


' 
To-morrow the River Convention will 
meet in this citv. Thrice has the R ecord* 
U n io n expressed the hope that the Con­ 
vention will not travel in its deliberations 
outside of the single purpose for which it 
was called— to wit, to memorialize Con­ 
gress to set about the improvemeut of the 
navigation of the river by its systematic 
and comprehensive treatment for that pur­ 
pose. 
W hile it is agreed that the outlets 
of the stream should be enlarged, the 
sloughs that once formed part of its delta 
be reopened, a waste way provided for the 
surplus waters, and the natural banks lie 
protected even to the extent of leveeing, 
and lhat perhaps some measures are neces­ 
sary to prevent the descent of material 
now in the lower canyous of the tributa­ 
ries of the Yuba and the Feather; ali 
these are details which the Convention 
need not consider. 
Indeed, if it does take 
them up it will find iiself floundering be­ 
tween the opinions of engineers, the preju­ 
dices of industries possibly allotted, the 
■widely diíiéiing views of men as 10 the 
causes and remedies, and the result will be 
r. T udy session that will by no means 
commend the body to Congress. 
What is wanted is presentation to the 
National Legislature of the facts of the 
present condition of the stream compared 
with what it once w as; the duty of the 
nation to care for the free highways of the 
people and the fact that Congress has 
never undertaken any substantial work 
pcm 
California 
streams. 
No 
matter 
the causes fur the filling of the Sacra­ 
mento, the Feather and the Y uba; no 
matter what the local ideas may he con­ 
cerning remedies, let us not project them 
into this Convention. 
And the reasons 
are -trong and clear. 
It must be accepted 
that whatever the Government does it 
.viil d > upon the report of its own Com­ 
mission—and a Commission is one of the 
diiugs that we should petition for. 
That 
such a Commission will not consider any 
U-aiatuuy this Convention may advance, 
and, finally, that any recital of matters 
calculated to evoke protest, denial or 
acrimonious debate will effectually sap 
the memorial the Convention will send 
up. 
In short, it will be the bight of folly 
lo tolerate in the Convention any resolu­ 
te a- or speeches that will stir up strife or 
rub old sores. 
Let the convocation ad­ 
here to the one thing of “Gqyernment 
treatment,” leaving all the matters re­ 
garding methods and causes anil remedies 
to ihe future and the Commission that all 
the people hope will he erected. 
Once 
commit Congress to the policy of treating 
the river for the purpose of restoring its 
capacity as a navigable stream, and enough 
will have been accomplished 
for 
the 
present. 


T h e Mormon memorial to Congress in 
prof - st against the report of the Utah 
Commission, which is adverse to the ad­ 
mission of the Territory as a State, travels 
over well-worn grotiud. 
There is nothing 
new in it— there is nothing in it. 
The 
denials of the Church cannot stand against 
such infamies as the fact of plural mar­ 
riage, the fact of the Mountain Meadow 
Massacre, the fact of the domination of the 
Church over the temporal affairs of its 
devotees, and the fact that the priesthood 
dictates the politics of the average Mor­ 
mon. 
If Church and State are to be kept 
apart in government, Utah must not be 
admitted until the Church ceases to be the 
chief factor in Utah politics. 


As a mere matter of money-saving, it 
would piay the business men of this city to 
immediately put one street running east­ 
ward and one running northward, to the 
city limits in each case, in temporary good 
order, if nothing more than with rough 
planking.

The annual m eeting of the California 
F ru it Union was held yesterday at viti­ 
cultura! headquarters, P iatt’s H all, San 
Franci-.co 
There was a fairly large rep­ 
resentation of stockholders. Secretary H . 
E. Fairbank su omitted a long report lor 
the Board of Directors, giving a concise 
history of the union's work during the 
year. Following are extracts from the re­ 
port, as published in last evening's Bul­ 
letin: 
‘ The shipping season was cnt short by 
the early rains of October, so that while 
our first car leit San Lorenzo May 18th— 
the same date as the shipm ent of the ini­ 
tial car of the year preceding—the last car 
was started from Vacaville November 15th 
—one day earlier than in 1883, and eleven 
days in advance of the final car of the sea­ 
son of 1887. 
“The cherry shipm ents were quite heavy, 
some twelve iui! carloads being forwarded, 
in addition to which nearly two more were 
sent East in sm all lots through the Union. 
The prices obtained were in the m ain quite 
satisfactory, the total average net per pound 
being a triiie over 9 cents. 


APEICOTS AND PEACHES. 
“Apricots were shipped in larger qnanti- 
•:.;s than ever before, as up to the 19:h of 
June the books show that we had dis­ 
patched thirty-twc full carloads. 
The con­ 
s gnm ents to the middle m arkets paid on 
an average very well, but those to the ex­ 
trem e East turned out quite poorly, so 
m uch so that we are extremely doubtful if 
this fruit can ever be successfully solti in 
any quantity in a green state east of Chi­ 
cago 
Especially were the low prices ob­ 
tained on cars, when, because of the very 
i'ght eariy peach crop rendering m ixed cars 
impossible, the apricots were loaded solid, 
with nothing to give an assortment. 
“The first peaches of the year shipped in 
car lots were of the Alexander variety and 
loaded May 22d. 
During all the fore part 
of the season, while the early varieties were 
very scarce, the greater portion of those 
shipped seemed to arrive in bad condition, 
having either split pits or being wormy, so 
much so, indeed, that they sold low. 
Our 
crop also ripened somewhat late, thus com ­ 
ing into direct competition in the Eastern 
m arkets w ith an unusually fine crop of 
Ge.jrgia peaches 
In fact, during the early 
season the only real fine peaches to be seen 
ofierrd for sale there were from that State. 
Our later varieties, notw ithstanding a m uch 
heavier yield, sold at higher prices even 
than last season, as they carried rem arkably 
well. 
PEARS, PRUNES AND ORAPES. 
“Early and late Bartlett pears brought 
fair prices, but those sold during the hight 
of the season, when the bulk of this fruit 
was going forward. soiu very low, a result 
almost entirely attributable lo the condition 
of the fruit on arrival. 
“On the other hand, fall and w inter pears 
have carried very weil, and the prices ob­ 
tained for the im m ense yield have been 
quite satisfactory, especially when sold on 
arrival. 
T hose’ varieties which usually 
keep well in cold storage have seemed to 
have an “off” year, and the losses incurred 
through the necessity of repacking and its 
consequent shrinkage have been 
quite 
heavy. 
"Blum s and prunes, because of the 
scarcity of peaches at the tim e when they 
were going ftp-watd, were shipped in much 
larger quantities than ever before, being 
used iargely this year to assist in m aking 
assortm ents for car lots, as in most in ­ 
stances m ixed carloads of deciduous fruits 
sell at better prices than solid cars of any 
one variety. 
It is a fact w orthy oí notice 
that the light-colored varieties, such as the 
Yellow Egg and Golden Drop plum and 
the Silver prune, have, except when in 
sm all quantities, sold low, while the dark- 
colored varieties have brought good prices. 
In all our fruits, high colors seem to appeal 
to the Eastern pockets. 
“Grapes daring the entire season have 
carried and sold extremely well, and the 
prices being obtained wonld have materially 
increased our total net average per pound 
realized on all fruits had it no; been for the 
early rains cutting short the shipm ents. 
THE YEAR'S SHIPMENTS. 
"W e are steadily increasing, year by 
year, the num ber of cars loaded for the 
East, and the past season has seen 991 full 
carloads of fruit forwarded by the union, a 
gain of 141 cars over the shipm ents of the 
preceding year. 
“ W hen we say 991 cars we are counting 
the consignments only which have been 
made to Fruit Union agents in their sev­ 
eral cities east of the Rockies. 
At the 
same tim e, members of the union ship 
a large num ber of carloads to points west 
of the Missouri river, where they have no 
agencies 
established, 
such 
as Denver, 
Cheyenne, Butie City, Lincoln, Houston, 
San Antonio, Portland and m any other 
cities. 
‘ The moat reliable figures we can secure 
place this num ber at GOO carloads, so that 
if the entire num ber of cars of green de­ 
ciduous fruits 
sent 
East by members 
of the union was to be given, it would 
reach e. grand total of but a trifle short of 
I 600 out ni 2,462 carloads sent East by the 
State at large. 
In other word-, two thirds 
of the entire shipm ents from this coast are 
ma il1 by members of the union and those 
working in harm ony w ith it. There have 
been some twenty-eight special fruit ttains 
run during toe season, ail under supervis­ 
ion of the union, no other organization 
having attem pted sending any traius this 
year.’’ 
FRUIT IS EASTERN CITIES. 
The following table shows the points 
from which and to which the season's 
shipm ents were m ade; 


The President stated that the unseating 
of Blowers was no reflection on his integ­ 
rity. 
Á long pream ble and resolutions were 
' presented and adopted. These showed that 
curing the past year there had been shipped 
991 carloads of fruit, showing a net result 
¡ to shippers of $338,000 aud to the railroad 
company of $390,000. 
For every dollar the 
growers received the railroad company re­ 
ceived one dollar and seventeen cents. 
A resolution provides that the company 
divide with the growers the net proceeds, 
and if that is not agreeable that the freights 
be reduced from 20 to 25 per cent 
Mr. Day, the U nion’s agent at New Y'ork, 
said the fruit agencies of New York and 
Boston had proved a success. 
During the 
year 16,000 carloads of fruit, of which 265 
were from California, were sold. 
He said 
ten times that am ount could have been 
, sold. 
New Yorkers do not w ant Muscatels, 
' but prefer the choicest B artlett pears, large 
! dark plum s and Tokay grapes. 
Ripley, the Boston agent, said Boston­ 
ians like Muscats, and that m arket cannot 
I be glutted with California fruits.

RETURNS TO PRODUCERS. 
"The gross sales on the estimated 15 095,­ 
190 pour us shipped, am ount to $962,052 50. 
If from this is deducted the sum of the 
pros , freight of $396,295 53, cartage $2,­ 
911 86 and commission of $96 205 83, the 
rem ainder, $467,865 11, represents the net 
returns to the various shippers, or an 
average of 31 cents per pound on the total 
shipm ents of all varieties of fruit from all 
sources. W e have found in previous years 
that others in copying the figures have al­ 
lowed errors to creep in, so that yonr atten­ 
tion is again called to the faet that when 
the above net fignres are given no account 
whatever has been taken of the cost of 
raising and packing the fruit. 
Not even 
does there eater in the figures the cost of 
the packe.pc-s in wbi.-h the product goes 
forward, which of itself is no inconsiderable 
am ount. 
It is sim ply the m oney returned 
from the sales after the three charges 
enumerated above have been deducted by 
the various agents in the East who handled 
the consignments.’' 
A reduction of freight rates one-half is 
strongly urged. The total receipts for the 
year Irom all sources have been $22,695 52, 
and total disbursem ents $9.668 86. 
There 
is now •?ver $16,000 in the treasury. Y ester­ 
day a dividend of 6 percent, was declared 
on Ihe ful!" paid stock, while the reserve 
fund was 
, i furiber increased by on ad­ 
ditional $200, aiter which the Board de­ 
clared a rebate dae ali shippers of 1 3-10 
per cent, on their gross sales; or, in other 
words, refunded 1 3 10 per cent, of the 10 
per cent, originally paid by them , so :bat 
all consigners through the union pay S 7-10 
per cent, commission on their sales, from 
which there ts no variation. 


A n o th er a n d D ifferen t V ersio n o f th e 
A n d e r so n - A d d ier A ffray. 
Reports were lec ntly published to the 
efiect that a m an nam ed Addier had made 
a m urderous assault w ith a knife upon 
Judge Anderson, of this county, at Pilot 
H ill, El Dorado county, on W ednesday 
last. 
But m eager particulars were given. 
These are now supplied by the Placerville 
Observer, which says : 
“ The affray was the result of a quarrel 
between Audersou and a hired man named 
Addier, who was in his employ, the quar­ 
rel being over wages. The m en began tbe 
quarrel just outside the house after dinner, 
aud hot words led up to blows, Anderson 
seizing a club and endeavoring to knock 
his opponent down. People in the house, 
hearing the row, rushed out and took a 
hand iu the affray. Addier was getting 
tbe worst of it when he took out a pocket 
knife and defended him self so well that he 
stood oil his assailants, and then took to 
his heels for safety, going to Pilot H ill and 
delivering him self up to the authorities. 
“In using the knife he cut Anderson 
twice, one slash ju st missing a jugular vein, 
aud the other giving a thrust in the breast, 
that nearly caused his death. 
H e is now, 
however, on the road to health again, and 
will soon be all right. On Thursday Ad- 
dler’s exam ination was held before Jurtice 
W arner, District Attorney- Ingham and 
Deputy Sheriff W inchell being present. 
Afier hearing ihe evidence in the case ihe 
prisoner was discharged, it being held by 
the District A ttorney that he acted only in 
seif-defeDse in the course be pursued. 
“The reports published in various papers 
as to Addler’s skipping the county after the 
affair are entirely w ithout foundation, as 
he im m ediately came to Pilot H ill and 
gave himself to the authorities, w ith the 
result above noted. W e understand that 
Addier has since commenced suit against 
Anderson for recovery of wages due.”

John is with his brother in the real estate 
business at 416 M ontgomery street. They 
gave bail im m ediately upon their arrest, 
and were released. 
They deny most em phatically th at they 
took the money or had anything whatever 
to do with it. 
B. P. Oliver, the brother of the prisoners, 
Í3 in the real estate business in this city. 
Several years ago he was married to Miss 
Kate Connor, daughter of General Connor. 
The friends of the young men speak highly 
of them , and express the belief that they 
are innocent.

m ents regarding agriculture it is hoped the 
eiiecs ot the shortage will be overcome 
without perm anent prejudice. 
The recent strikes, the Em peror said, bad 
clouded the prospects of trade, but he was 
rejoiced that the employers had removed 
the workingm en’s grievances, and hoped a 
strike would not recur. 
The Em peror expressed a belief that the 
artislan class would constantly become 
m ore satisfied with their position.

RIVER CONVENTION, 


A n Im p o rta n t M eetin g to b e H eld In tills 
C ity T o -m o rro w . 
The Convention of river counties called 
by the Board of Trade of til's city to con­ 
sider m ethods of im proving the condition 
of the Sacram ento river, and to take action 
looking to the proper presentation of its 
views to Congress, will meet in this city 
to-morrow. 
This will be one of the most im portant 
assemblages of the year, as upon its action 
m ay depend the future usefulness of the 
chief river in the State, which is now in a 
deplorable condition, and yearly becoming 
worse. The tim e has come when som e­ 
thing should and m ust be done—if the 
Sacram ento river is to be used for navigable 
purposes in the future—and to protect from 
destruction a large portion oi the great val­ 
ley through which it courses. The counties 
that have been requested to send delegates 
to the Convention are all largely interests! 
in having the river improved, and it is ex­ 
pected their representatives will be men oi 
sound and practical views on the subject to 
be considered and acted upon. T heir in­ 
terests are identical, and they should have 
lit. le difficulty in agreeing npon w hat 
should be done, and the croper mode of 
procedure to accomplish the best results. 
A t Marysville yesterday the delegates se­ 
lected to represent Yuba and Sutter coun­ 
ties held a meeting, atjwhich it was unani­ 
m ously resolved that the Convention should 
ask Congress for a large appropriation for 
the improvem ent of the navigable waters of 
the San Joaquin, Sacramento and Feather 
rivers and their tributaries. The im prove­ 
m ent of the Feather river was declared to 
be especially im portant to these counties.

One hundred and fifty shovel- 
ers were sent from Truckee imm ediately 
to dig the snow from um ier the wheels and 
clear the track. This was accomplished 
after six hours’ hard work. 
The delayed 
train reached this city at about 2 o’clock 
this morning. It was due at 6:25 p. m. 
The storm is still raging on the Shasta 
route and the Oregon Express, due here 
this morning, will not arrive here until to­ 
night. 
Ail outgoing freight trains were 
tied up last night and will cot be sent out 
until a through passage is insured. 
Owing to the fact that m any of the wires 
were down last night, inform ation regard­ 
ing the trains was very meagre.

Blaine died at s 20 o’clock this evening. 
H is death w: - very sudden and peaceful. 
So sudden was it that the family was un­ 
able to return to his bedside before he 
breathed hÍ3 last. 
W alker Blaine was the eldest living son 
of Secretary aud Mrs. Blaine, and was born 
in 1855, being ir, his thirty-fifth year at the 
tim e of his death. 
He always had been closely connected 
w ith his father ever since he became of age. 
and at the beginning of this adm inistration 
was appointed Solicitor of Claims in the 
Slate Departmet t, which position he filled 
w ith m arked ability and distinction. 
H e was unm arried. 
On Friday last he 
was attacked by la grippe, but was doing 
well until yes' rday, when sym ptoms of 
acate pneum onia appeared and his condi­ 
tion became serioU3. 
Last night ne bfcam e delirious, and 
never recovered consciousness. 
O therphy- 
sicians were called in to assist Dr. Jlagrü- 
der to-day, and late this afternoon some 
im provem ent v-¿3 noticed, but it was only 
for a short time. 
The Secretary and his family are com­ 
pletely prostrated. 
T h:s is the’ third deaih 
in the family w ithin a m onth. First Mrs. 
Blaine's sister, then the Secretary’s brother, 
ar.d now W alker Blaine. 
No arrangem ents have been m ade for the 
funeral, bat it is understood that the re­ 
m ains will be taken to Augusta, Me., for 
interm ent, to-morrow night. 


A U STRALIAN SYSTEM. 


B e lie f T h a t a Law W ill b e P assed I n ­ 
d o rsin g It. 
W ashington 
January lo th —T he Star 
says the House i mimittee on the E ection 
of President and Vice-President is to get 
to work on the ¡r eposed Federal election 
law to-morrow. 
Mr. Lodge, who has charge of this partic 
nlar measure, has been waiting for all the 
bills on the subject to come to his com m it­ 
tee before form ulating his general plan. 
The general impression has been all along 
th at he proposed to press the passage of 
som e radical measure—a sort of force bill 
—which would apply, in practice, to the 
South only. 
The plan he r w proposes is to m ake 
the A ustralian system genera! in its appli­ 
cation to all Congressional elections. 
He 
does not think that a measure that would 
be so narrow in its application that it could 
aim merely a: the South could be carried 
throngh the Hcr. e or would receive the 
sanction of public opinion. 
On the other band the necessity for some 
general reform of election m ethods is felt 
in all sections cf the country, and the A us­ 
tralian system .s apparently m eeting with 
the approval of popular sentim ent. 
Such reform, 
t is held, should apply as 
well in any other section as in the South, 
and should be non-partisan. 
The A ustralian system has m et the ap­ 
proval of m any of the most prom inent 
Democrats in the country', and in its ap­ 
plication in Massachusetts it was approved 
by both parties. 
Ex President Cleveland 
ha? spoken in favor of it. Governor Camp­ 
bell, of Ohio, recommended it in his in­ 
augural address to be applied to the elec­ 
tions in Ohio. 
General Green, of New Jersev, another 
Democratic S:a e executive, strongly rec 
ommends the system in his message to the 
Legislature veste: dey. 
Governor Hi:, and Senator Gorman are 
•he only prom inent Democrats who have 
come out against the system, and there is a 
suspicion in the public m ind that both of 
these men are more or lass interested in 
m achine politics. 
It isbeiievfd by Mr. Lodge and other 
Republicans who have been interesting 
themselves in this question, that with the 
strong indorsement of this system which 
it has had from the prom inent men of 
both parties in its local application, it 
will not be Uiffiiult to pass a national law 
m aking it general in its application to Con­ 
gestiona: elections. 
They think th. re will be no strong oppo­ 
sition. The pr position i3 to conduct all 
the Congressional elections a? the last elec­ 
tion in Bo3tor wa= conducted. 
The adoption of such a national law, 
they think, will cure the evils now existing 
at the polls, and will be sanctioned by pub­ 
lic sentim ent. 
The strong m b’ of the sentim ent that hss 
already developed in favor of the system, 
they believe, will disarm the opposition. 
The principal grounds o? attack when the 
bill comes into the House, will be that 
Congress has no right to interfere w ith the 
elections in the átales. 
Mr. Lodge will be prepared to m eet this 
objection with the dem onstration of the 
right of Congress to regulate Congressional 
elections.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, January 15th.—In the Senate to­ 
day, after some ;.e: lions had been presented, 
Sherman introducid a bid to provide for a per­ 
m anent national bank circulation. After read­ 
ing it was referred to a commidee. 
Chandler offered a resolution, which was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses. instructii g the Committee on Im migra­ 
tion to investigate the various laws of the 
United ¡dates aud of the sevtral Sta'es relative 
to immigration, and also to investigate the 
working of the contracts made by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
The Senate then took up for consideration R. 
P. Morgan’s resolution recognizing the United 
States of Brazil as 3 iree, independent and sov­ 
ereign State. 
__ 
Turpie spoke in ¡Ivor of it. He said he had 
voted against the reference of the resolution, 
becam e he thought the delay occasioned by the 
reference wholly : n-icessary. He favored the 
imm ediate recognition of the republic of Brazi-. 
He was not one of those who entertained the 
opinion th at Congress was bound by the action 


or non-action of the Executive or oí the State 
Department ab »u’. such matters as the recogni­ 
tion of a new nationality, especially a new 
republic. Congress might co-operate with those 
authorities. Tr.e position, he said, of the Ad­ 
m inistration toward the new republic ot Brazil 
was one of strict neutrality and snpine indiffer­ 
ence. There was not in the message of the 
President a word of sympathy or encourage­ 
ment to the revolutionary movement. As to 
the President’s sitggtsrion of a waiting popular 
assent to the Change of government rn Brazil, 
Turpie ssid the rcvo ution was not the first step, 
but the last step. There was always a popular 
assent before a iiagrantand successful revolu­ 
tion. 
The a-sumption in the President s mrssage 
that the revolutionary Government of Brazil 
has been established without, or again.-t the as­ 
sent of the peopie, discloses the teal attitude of 
the Admiotstratiou towards the new Govern­ 
ment. It approached very nearly the condition 
of covert hostility. It expressed ¡tartly a con­ 
cealed but very apparent assertion, even a sneer 
at the sovereignty of the republic of Btazi!. 
The lime hod come when the existence aud au­ 
thority oí the republic of Br» zti o mid uo louger 
be controverted in words. It could be contro­ 
verted only by war. 
The Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations (Shennau) had told t lie Senate it 
should v.ait and inspect the new Constitution of 
Brazil. The United States, however, was not 
concerned to know what were the particular 
provisions of that Constitution. T he President 
ot the Uciied states had been long known as a 
Republican, using the word in a larger and bet­ 
ter sense, but Turpie feared in this instance the 
President was a very much belated Republican 
in the case of Brazil. 
Even Mr. Blaine reemed to linger in the 
rear of the opportunity. He contrasted the de­ 
lay in the ret oeuition of the Republic ot Frauee 
in 1ST" by Mr. Washburn under the instruction 
of Pr-.sident Grant. 
He trusted the delay in 
reeoeni ion had not already led to a very seri­ 
ous misconstruction o! the ulterior motives and 
tlie intentions of the United States Govern­ 
ment. The resolution wentover without lurther 
action 
The Senate then took up the calendar and 
passed the following bills: Granting to the 
State of Oregon townships .7, 28 :V|. tto and 31 
south, in ranges ó and 0 east of the Willamette 
meridian, for a public park. 
Appropriating KbO.UOO for the purchase of a 
site aud the erection of a building in Washing­ 
ton for a Hall of Records. 
After an executive session they adjourned. 
Tlie Russian extradition treaty was recom­ 
mended to the ommittee on Foreign Relations. 
There was considerable discussion in the ex 
eeutive session on the clause specifically setting 
iorth that the m urder of or the attempt to m ur­ 
der the Czar or auy member of his tamily, shall 
be considered a political offense. 
Without this 
special definition in the text of the treaty.it was 
argued by some of the Senators that it placed 
the Czar and the p asant on ihc same level and 
rendered them the same protection.
